Wleven democrats, led by Senator 
O'Gorman, foveht consistently to the 
end and even an hour before the last 
yote was taken, they did not abandon 
their efforts to amend the bill to meet

Although vote after vote on all sorts 
of amendments were passed over by 
majorities that never fell below 12 and 
on one occasion went as high as 565, the 
minority democrats kept up the fight to 
the end.

A CUT IN NET PROFITS 
OF RAILWAYS. 

A careful summary of the results obtained in the west- 
ern freight rate cases before the Railway Commission show 
that Alberta and Saskatchewan will profit very materially by 
the reductions that have been secured. M. K. Cowan, K.C., 
the eminent Toronto barrister, was retained by two provinces 
and accomplished very good work by his representations to the 
commission, 

The outstanding feature of the changes made is the re- 
duction to the Manitoba scale of the rates for Alberta and 
Saskatchewan and the formation of one zone, extending from 
Port Arthur to the foothills, in which the rates will be on the 
same basis. This result is very gratifying, especially in view 
of the fact that the Manitoba rates were in most cases consid- 
erably lower than the rates in force in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan. The rates in some cases were even lower in Manitoba 
than in eastern Canada and wherever this was the case Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan were successful in getting the Mani- 
toba rate. The following request, made on behalf of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, was granted in full: 

The cancellation of the present standard mile- 

age tariff in Alberta and Saskatchewan and the sub- 

stitution of the Manitoba standard mileage tariff 

and that whatever reductions are made in the Mani- 

toba scale shall also be made in Alberta and Sas- 

katchewan, so that there will be absolute uniformity 

in the provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 

berta. 

The rates were 712 per cent. higher in Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan than in Manitoba on the same class of commodity 
handled in the same way, The reduction therefore will come 
directly out of the net profits of the railways As it is gen- 
erally conceded that in the handling of railway traffic it costs 
from 67 to 70 cents to earn $1.00 and that out of the remain- 
ing 30 to 33 cents interest, dividends and taxes have to be 
paid, the effect of a cut of 7% per cent. in net profits is con- 
siderable. It is only right, according to the natural features of 
the country that the three prairie provinces should be placed 
on the same footing i nregard to railway rates. This equality 
will be a basis for the people of the west to fight for further 
privileges as the opportunity arises. 

While rates on grain and dairy produce were reduced it 
is regrettable that the board did not see its way to grant reduc- 
tions in the rates on live stock in Alberta and Saskatchewan.

TRP TO COAST 


Len Sinclair of Gananoque, 
Ont, Makes Interesting 
Tour in Cadillac. 


ARRIVED IN EDMONTON 
WITHOUT ANY MISHAP 


Can See the Crops Grow, He 
Says—Jaunt Through Moun- 
tains to Vancouver, 


Having completed 2,400 miles of a 
3,200 mile automobile trip from the 
far east of old Ontario to Vancouver, 
Zen Sinclair, of Gananoque, Ont, ar- 
rived in the city last evening in his 
powerful Cadillac touring car and ts 
steying here a few days, owlng to the 
terrible condition of the roads since 
the recent rains, before completing the 
last lap of the long tour. 

Mr. Sinclair's first duty last night 
when he arrived was to make straight 
for the C.P.R, telegraph office and 
send a message to his mother back 
east, saying that he had arrived safe- 
ly and everything was O.K., and hav- 
ing a good time. It was exactly one 
month ago today that he left Ganano- 
que at the head of Lake Ontario, and 
has been traveling ever since, resting 
only on Sundays. 

The trip has been made tn easy 
stages, averaging 100 miles per day. 
For the first part of the trip a great- 
er distance than this was made every 
20 hours, especially on the run from 
Toronto to Chicago, but working his 
way north and westward the roads 
gradually became worse for travel and 
some hardships were experienced along 
the way, From Chicago to Milwaukee 
to St. Paul was the route traveled, and 
from Minneapolis to Winnipeg, pass- 
ing through all towns and cities of any 
size and Importance. The hardest 
part of the trip, according to Mr. Sin- 
clair, was from Winnipeg west to Ed- 
monton, and in some places encounter- 
ed, automobiling was almost impos- 
sible. 

The trip from Edmonton to Vanedh- 
ver, Mr. Sinclair expects to make In 
about 10 days, going by way of Cal- 
gary and through the mountains, but 
says he is sure to encounter many dif- 
ficulties en route. No better oppor- 
tunity was ever afforded any man of 
closely viewing the crop situation 
throughout the prairie provinces than 
to Mr. Sinclair on his way fron: Win- 
nipec Since the recent rainfall he 
says the grain can almost be seen 
growing, and states that every stretch 
of wheat land throughout Alberta, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan conld 
not have a more prosperous appear- 
ance at this time of the year.

Railway and Shipping News 


Electricity {s now used as motlve 
power by many railways In certain 
places, and there may come a time 
when, {n Alberta at least, oil may be 
used, but it seems that so long as 
coal is the fuel there must always be 
smoke, as, according to Charles HB. Van 
Schmick, a smoke expe employed 
by the New York Central lines, the 
smoke nuisance is as old as crime 
and sin and {s not much nearer be- 
ing eliminated than it was when the 
first prosecutions were made against 
offenders in the thirteenth century in 
England on the personal instructions 
of King Edward the First. 

This {is what he told the rall- 
way commission at Ottawa recently, 
when the board asked representatives 
of the different railways why certain 
regulations drafted by officials of the 
board designed to obviate the nuisance 
by compelling them to equip all loco- 
motives with smoke consuming devices, 
ete, should be enforced. 

After some discussion, during which 
several objections were made by of- 
ficilals of the C.P.R, Grand Trunk, 
Canadian Northern, W. L. Best, of 
the brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men, and Calvin Lawrence, of the 
brotherhood of Locomotive Engin- 
eers, the board decided to allow re- 
presentatives of the railways and of 
the board to confer with the object 
of redrafting the regulations whieh 
the railway officials and Messrs. 
Best and Lawrence held were too 
drastic. The board was assured by 
all parties that they were anxious to 
obviate the nuisance. é

MAKES FIRST TRIP

Noted British Judge Was Son

On board the Mauretania, June 12. 
(By wireless to Sagaponack, N. Y.).— 
Lord Mersey, who has been requested 
by the Canadian government to act 
as the president of the special board 
of inquiry which will investigate all 
facts surrounding the Empress of Ire- 
land disaster, will proceed as soon as 
possible for Ottawa after landing in 
New York today. He will take the 
7:45 train this morning for Ottawa, 
Where he. will consult with the pre- 
mier and other members of the Canu- 
dian government. He will leave Mon- 
day for Quebec, where the inquiry will 
begin, 

Lord Mersey hopes 
England by August 1, but his Titante 
inquiry experience has taught him 
that such proceedings may enlarge and 
extend almost indefinitely, 

“It is my first trip across the At- 
lantic,” said Lord Mersey, speaking to 
a correspondent this afternoon, “And 
though I would enjoy a long stay In 
America, IT must hasten back to Eng- 
land at the earliest possible moment.” 

Though actually 74 years old, Lord 
Mersey has all the appearance of a 
man of 55 and but for a touch of gout 
in his right foot, he would be as spry 
as any passenger on board, He makes 
light of his afflictions and hobbies 
about on a stout cane, beaming 
pleasantly on everybody, and espectal- 
ly the children, “Il wonder what effect 
this last terrible disaster will have on 
the passenger navigation of the St.
